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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499 5 applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 3 and 7, drawn to method of monitoring response by expression level of 
nucleic acids. 

Group II, claim(s) 4 and 8, drawn to method of prognosis by expression level of polypeptides. 

Group III, claim 1 1 , drawn to method of identifying compound for treatment by expression level 
of gene. 

Group IV, claim 12, drawn to method of identifying compound for treatment by expression level 
of polypeptides. 

Group V, claim 14, drawn to a method for diagnosis by expression level of nucleic acids. 
Group VI, claim 15, drawn to a method of diagnosis by expression level of polypeptides. 
Group VII, claim 16, 18-19 drawn to a nucleic acid. 
Group VIII, claim 17, 20-22 drawn to a polypeptide. 

Claims 1-2 and 5-6 link(s) inventions group I and II. The restriction requirement among 
the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1-2 and 5-6. 

Claims 9-10 link(s) inventions group III and IV. The restriction requirement among the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 9-10. 
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Claims 13 link(s) inventions group V and VI. The restriction requirement among the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 13. 

Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as 
to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined 
for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an 
allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior 
to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1.1 16; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 
USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of Group I is considered to be determining an expression 
level of one gene in a first sample, determining an expression level of one gene in a second 
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sample after treatment and comparing the level of expression wherein a change in expression 
indicates efficacy. Terashim et al. (Eur. J. Cancer 2002, 38:2375-2381) teach analysis of 
expression level of TP and DPD in gastric cancer patients. Terashim et al. teach analysis of 
expression levels of TP and DPD with drug sensitivity (see pg. 2377, 2nd column, 1st full para). 
Terashim et al. teach there is a correlation between the DPD level and sensitivity to 5'-DFU. 

Thus, the technical feature linking the recited groups I-VIII does not constitute a special 
technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over the prior 
art. 

3. Further, applicant is required to elect one or a specific combination of SEQ ID No, to 
which the claims will be limited. This is NOT an election of species. Nucleotide sequences 
encoding different proteins are structurally distinct chemical compounds and lack a special 
technical feature, under PCT Rule 13.2. These sequences are thus deemed to normally constitute 
independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 121 . Absent evidence to 
the contrary, each such nucleotide sequences are presumed to represent an independent and 
distinct invention, subject to restriction requirement pursuant to 35 USC 121 and 37 CFR 1.141. 
By statute, "[i]f two or more independent and distinct inventions are claimed in one application, 
the Commissioner may require the application to be restricted to one of the inventions." 35 
U.S.C. 121. Pursuant to this statute, the rules provide that "[i]f two or more independent and 
distinct inventions are claimed in a single application, the examiner in his action shall require the 
applicant... to elect that invention to which his claim shall be restricted." 37 CFR 1 .142 (a). See 
also 37 CFR 1.141(a). Searching more than one of the claimed patentably distinct sequences 
represents a serious burden to the office. 
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4. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. AH claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 1 12. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the
